Fail to Comprehend Scope. 

At 4 o'clock twenty-one major fires 
were raging, the people pouring from 
the burning districts carrying goods. 
in the apparently safe sections regi- 
dents camped along the street car 
tracks, erecting temporary shelters. 
The fire swept in every direction with 
the wind blowing from all points of the 
compass. In an hour the crowds were 
‘eongesting and milling, not knowing 
where to go, but all apparently cheer- 
ful and not realizing the extent of the 
disaster. — 

From the high ground beck of the 
eentral palace at 7 o'clock I saw the 
city encircled in flames, whereupon I 
commandeered a. Buick in a deserted 
garage in the path of the flames and 
helped move several foreign families 
to places of safety. 

Col. Burnett of the American em- 
bassy, whom I met in my rounds, his 
head bandaged, stated that all the 
embassy staff was safe but the em- 
beassy had been destroyed. 

At midn 
heading north, seeking the road to the 
nearest undestroyed telegraph station. 
I passed dozens of villages in ruins, 
lighted by rolli::g flames of the city. 

Makes Way to Yokohama. 

All reads north were impassable, all 
‘bridges being down, so I swerved to 
-¥okohama, crossing the Tanagawa 
river in a little sampan and abandoning 
the Buick. Thence I went, afoot, 
through destroyed villages and over 
roads growing worse, with stretches 
eplit with twenty foot cracks, bridges 
down, and the roadbed churned and 
scattered. 

Everywhere the living were sleeping 
in the open. Earth spasms occurred 
every few minutes, some severe, and 
bringing down shattered walls. All at- 
tempts to rent a sampan, bicycle or 
riksha failed, the Japanese too dazed 
or unwilling to go further toward Yo- 
kohama. 

200 Dead in Ruined Plant. 


The great cement plant at Kawa- 
gsaki was in fuins, covering 200 dead. 
The. Nipponophone, the Japanese 
branch of the Victrola company, was 
crashed, There were many dead in 
the town and a heap of twisted houses 
which had not burned. It was notice. 
able that the older style grass thatched 
houses had not fallen or were less 
seriously wrecked,»

Meets American Refugees. 


At 6 o'clock in the morning I began 
meeting refugees from Yokohama, hag- 
gard, worn, sick and injured, with 
blankets swung on poles, mothers car- 
rying babes swung on their backs, the 
young helping the old, and every face 
showing the terror each had under- 
gone. The first foreigner I met was 
a dentist, George Richmond, assisting 
a white woman who had been in his 
. @entist chair at the time of the quake. 
Both had been crashed through to 
the basement, from which they had 
painfully crawled out. They stopped 


and warned me to buy food and water 


as both were unobtainable in Yoko- 
hama. Mr. Richmond was one of a 
' ‘erowd of 10,000 which had fled to safety 
in Yokrhama park, which the fire had 
encircled. 

The quake had forced water to spurt 
from the earth everywhere in Yoko- 
hama, muddying the ground. In the 
park refugees lay, mud covering their 
faces, thus escaping incineration, al- 
though 1,000 had been burned to death. 
A man beside Mr. Richmond had not 
put mud in his hair. A spark ignited 
his hair. resulting in fatal burns.

T8| Sympathy for Japan Pushes 
U.S. Reliet Past $3,000,000 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 8.—[Spe- 
cial,} —-The sympathetic ‘response 
throughout the country to the appeal 
for funds to aid stricken Japan was 
shown today in the announcement is- 
wued by the national headquarters of 
the American Red Cross which places 
the total of subscriptions to the Jap- 
anese relief furid at more than $3,000,- 
000, with $2,492,000 already having been 
expended for food; clothing, medical 
supplies, and other materials sorely 
needed in the devastated zones. 

These commodities are being dis 
patched to Japan with, little delay, sev- 
eral steamships already having taken 
on cargoes at Pacific ports and now 
awaiting clearance for the long dash 
across the Pacific. 

It is anticipated by the executive 
committee of the Red Cross that the 
subscriptions received to date will be 
more than doubled by the first of next 
week. 

Success Impresses Officials. 

All Red Cross officials who have had 
long experience in disaster relief are 
much impressed by the results of the 
campaign. Just one week ago today 
Japan felt‘ the first of the series of 
shocks that tumbled her finest build- 


ings into worthless debris and left a 
trail of death and desolation.

The expedition with which supplies 
have beén purchased and started on 
their way to Japan also has been an 
impressive feature of the great Ameri- 
can effort. The purchasing machinery 
of the American Relief administration 
curing the Russian famine, taken over 
by the Red Cross for the emergency, 
began its work for Japanese relief on 
Thursday morning. 

Not only has it acquired commodi- 
ties and forwarded money to the 
stricken people to the amount of §2,- 
492,000, but it has set up machinery 
for loading cargoes at Seattle, Port- 
land, San Francisco and Los Angeles 
and for evacuating them when they 
reach Japan. 


The military is in control also of all 
incoming rélief supplies, which are 
being distributed to the destitute. 


Dead Remain Uncounted. 


One week after the catastrophe the 
dead remain uncounted. Each evening 
piles of bodies covered with rice straw 
lie in the streets, evidence of the awful 
toll of death. By morning they have 
been removed to crematories, and 
work of collecting other bodies starts 
afresh. 

There is little time for identification 
and little use to attempt it in the case 
of those who met death by the flames. 
Inquests are held over hundreds of 
bodies at a time. 


Refugees Flee Rumbling Fuji.

Darts Inte Crowd. 


Amid the screams and shouts of the 
frenzied passengers, a man brandish- 
ing a revolver swung off the step and 
darted into a crowd of pedestrians just 
as Carolan reached the car. 

Although the gunman, later f{denti- 
fied as Albert Nark, 222 North Albany 
avenue, stopped long enough in his 
filght to shoot three times at the on- 
coming policeman, Carolan hesitated to 
fire because of the groups of pedea- 
trians scurrying for cover on all sides.

Secretary of Labor James J. Davis, speaking at 
a Labor day celebration in Birmingham, Ala., says 
that while there should be some immigration of 
the right kind to America, the United States and 
not Europe should determine who shall come, or 
allow no one to come That is a sentiment to 
which every true American will subscribe. 

If the future of this country is to be conserved, 
if the nation is to develop any unity of character, 
of thought, of ambition, and of, standards, it must 
develop homogenity. The last “three decades have 
seen it trending with alarming rapidity in an op 
posite Pirection. Entire communities and powerful 
factions or troups within communities have been 
| recruited from Europe in such numbers that all 
the old world prejudices, politics, loyalties, and 
disloyalties have been injected into our life and 
government. We have found men and groups of 
| men frankly thinking, talking, working, and voting 
for the benefit of their home lands and peoples 
rather than for the benefit of the United States. 

It ts @ situation brought on by the unrestricted 
flood of millions. of these foreign minded immi- 
grants into this country. It is a situation which 
could nét continue. That fact was recognized and 
acted upon with the passage of the 3 per cent im- 
migration law. That law has been one of the 
. | most imaportant safeguards to American standards 
and American safety ever ceived. : 

It has some flaws, and time to time ft is 
being attacked. These ‘attacks come chiefly from 
Jarge employers who desire cheap labor at any cost 
to the nation; from ‘sertimentalists who still look 
upon"America asthe natural’ refuge of the scum 
of Europe, and from politicians whose chief sup- 
port is the foreign minded groups in their con- 
stituenciea. These assailants of the law for the 
protection of America should argue in vain. 

As Secretary Davis says, 8,000,000 of the last 
14,000,000 immigrants admitted to this country 
have been of low average, inferior, or very in 
ferior type. That is a tremendous burden to fm- 
pose upoh the decent, intelligent, hard working 
people of the United States. _ It makes it clear that 
not only should the 3_per.cent limit not be in- 
creased, but that the strictest supervision should 
be exercised to see that the numbers admitted 
shall not be inferior but superior.

of thetr freight rates have spread much misleading 
propaganda. Ah tmportant bit of this misinforma- 
tion frequently bobs up in the statement that the 
transportation act guarantees a net return to the 
roads. The truth ts that ft guarantees nothing 
except that the roads shall not make more than 
6 per cent. 

Proof is contained in the anriual reports which 
show that the roads earned onty one-third of 1 per 
cent in 1920, 31-3 per cent in 1921, and 41-7 per 
cent in 1922. Capitalize the average earnings at 6 
per cent and ft will be evident to any reasonable 
person that there is no water left in rafiroad 
stocks, and that the present valuation of tangible 
railroad property is none too high. 3

“I consider marketing the biggest 
job I have. If I had to wholesale my 
homey, as many beekeepers do, I'd sell 
my bees and quit the business,” re- 
marked Mr. Mundell at his farm a few 


“My farm of 126 acres has been in 
the family for three generations. My 
grandfather and father spent prac- 
tically all of their effort on this piece 
of land trying to produce good crops, 


and means of selling effectively. When 
I took over the farm and began to pro- 
a@uce a surplus of honey, I was forced 
to sell at a low price to retailers in 
small nearby towns. I decided to up- 
set the family traditions and do as 
much thinking on how to sell honey 
as I do in producing it. So far it has 
paid me well.” 
Father Disliked Bees. 

Beekeeping was not a serious, busl-. 
ness with the Mundellg until Joseph 
took over the farm. His grandfather 
kept a few stands of bees when he first 
established his bume eighty-five years 
ago across the trail from the camping 


grounds of the Potawatami and  Otta-| 
wa Indians of the Algonquin tribe at}. 


the south end of Lake Michigan, but 
his father “wouldn't have a bee on 
the place.” In fact, it is due to. his 
f@ther’s dislike for bees that Joseph 
Mundell. became started in the busi- 
ness of producing honey. 

“I'll tell you about the incident that 
started me in this business,” he said. 
“T began with a single colony of bees 
given to me by my father while I was 
a student in Vatparatso university. 
That smal] colony, however, was big 
enough to upset things on our farm 
for a few hours the day they arrived. 
Father found the swarm clustered on 
the underneath side. of the tongue of 
his cultivator which he had left stand- 
ing In the field at roon. He fought the 
bees wit his hat\ while he stood at the 
end of the tongue and shook them off 
in a box, and gave them to me when 
I came heme from school. That was 
in 1907, and within a few years I was 
producing a large eurplus of honey, 
continuing, to increase the size uf my 
apiary each season.” 

Since 1913 Mr. Mundell hag kept 
from 200 to 300 cotonies. All of the 
honey is collected, packed, and sold di- 
nn nn ren

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HATS IN THE MAKING. 

N attractive hat, recently seen at 

@ smart shop, is made of gold 

brocaded with) gorgeous color- 

ings, emerald green, bright and 

dark red, yellow, several shades of 

blue, and gray. A tassel, reaching to 
the waist, is of many shades also. 

The shape is on the order of a tam, 
quite high on one side and brought 
down softly on the right, the tassel fall- 
ing from the center of the crown down 
the right side. 

Thirteen sections, 11% inches from 
top to bottom and 3% inches from side 
to side, are joined with machine stitch- 
ing. Starting at the top--which will 
be the center of the hat—astitch edch 
seam towards the head size, having ali 
seams right side up. The raw edges 
are bound with fancy gold and black 


on by hand with running stitches. Be 
sure to catch both edges of the rib- 
bon. 

Buy a buckram crown with a soft 
top, and place the finished sections on 
it, fastening the centers together. Then 
sew the bottom, bringing the material 
over the edge and sewing the raw 
edges to the inside of the buckram 
crown, so that the stitches will not 
show on the outside, Clip the mate 
rial to fit head size. 


The tassel is made of five shades of 
ribbonzine or rope silk. Pale and em- 
erald green, biack, rose, and yellow 
would make am attractive co:ibination 
of color. Cut six strands of each coior, 
sixty inches long. Put them together, 
leaving two of the black strands for 
tying the tassel at the top. Fold 
these two in half and slip through 
the center of the remaining strands 


ribbon about one-half incn wide, sewed anc knot sevyral times. These two are 


then sewed to ths center top of the 
tam, and the heavy part of the tassel 
is not sewed but knotted to them. 


Now take all the green strands, and 
twist them around the other strands, 
making a green knot about two inches 
down. Then take all of the rose 
strands and make a knot one and one 
half inches lower down. After that 
take the black strands, making the 
black knot one and one-half inches be- 
low the rose knot. Divide all strands 
in half, and make two knots, side by 
side. A twelve yard bolt of each color 
will be sufficient. 

The hat as described is suitable for 
evening wear, and may be modified for 
afternouns. It looks especially well 
with a fur wrap. 

Black velvet bound in grosgrain rib- 
bon is also suggested for this design. 
If you prefer it, make the tassel much 
shorter than the one described above. ‘

Jogerst of Detroit, would stand out 
pleasingly. It was originally designe3 
to be placed on a corner lot, 40x100 feet. 
but its unusual and imposing style fits 
it for almost any location where there 
is plenty of ground or scenery round. 
about. 

Landscaping plays a prominent part 
in setting off the house. A low hedge 
frames. the large grass plot. Shrub- 
bery is used for ground planting, 
close to the foundation. Over the 
handsome doorway is an overhanging 
trellis, extending the length of the 
house, making of the brick paved entry 
a most attractive feature. As will be 
seen both by the plans and perspective, 
the house is built in spread out fashion, 
with the living room tn @ one and one- 
half story portion, adjacent to the 
larger two and one-half story section, 
which includes the housekeeping quar- 
ters, the dining room, and the bed- 
rooms above, The living room, jutting 
out from :the main portion of the 
building, is lighted from three sides, 
and commands a view of both street 
fronts. The floor might be placed at a 
lower level than the entry hall in order 
to make its location more intbressive. 

The brick paved entry is fashioned 
horseshoe shape, with a bay tree or 
similar shrub at either eide flanking 


the door. A clothes closet with a small

vided, there being three lights, with 
horizontal muntins. Placed between 
two windows, on a side wall, is a bed 
Gavenport. As there is no bedroom on 
the first floor, it affords a convenient 
place for an occasional rest during the 
day. : 
The kitchen and breakfast room are 
interconnected, adjoining the dining 
room and entry hall. The breakfast 
room, with its many windows on two 
exposures, is always delightfully sun- 
lit...

ing porch. The dressing room, off of 
one of the bedrooms, is particularly in- 
teresting, being located in the gable 
roof over the living room. It has a 
window and two separate clothes clos- 
ets, so that the bedroom itself is left 
celved high rating by fire prevention 
experts.
